It said there were 
27,889 persons in P i c k a w a y 
Ccumty. 
That gave Keller and Goode 
an annual wage of $1,950 each. 
But Commissioner H a r l e y 
Mace is paid on the basis of the 
1950 census. And in 1950 there 
were 29,292 Pickaway 
n o s e s 
counted. 
That makes M ace's salary $2,- 
080.

COMMISSIONERS 
are 
paid $60 each for each 1,000 of 
the first 15,000 persons in the 
county. And they are paid $50 
each for each 1,000 of the second 
15,000.
